"It is 
never voluntarily surrendered. 
It must be taken from them. 
The Supreme Court must be 
curbed." 


Byrnes, 
a member of the 


high court in 1941-42, also is a 
former member of the Senate 


~and of the House and the hold- 
*er of various high offices in 


the Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
clUd-Truman administrations, in- 
cluding the 
secretary-ship of 


state in the latter. His most 
recent public office was as gov- 
ernor of South Carolina. 


Byrnes assailed as a "usur- 


pation of power" the Supreme 
Court's decision outlawing ra- 
cial segregation in the public 
schools and hinted that the de- 


ij^cision may not have been un- 
v'animous, as was announced at 


the time it was handed down 
two years ago this week.

Plowden was 
accompanied to 


the White House by Lewis Strauss, 
chairman of the 
U. 
S. Atomic 


Energy Commission. Strauss tour- 
ed British atomic installations last 
year and Sir Edwin now is return- 
ing the visit, His inspection in this 
country has been confined to ci- 
vilian nuclear projects. 


Asked which country is ahead— 


the United States 
or 
Britain—in 


development of atomic power for 
civilian purposes, Sir Edwin re- 
plied: 


"I don't think either 
side 
is 


ahead." 


He went on to say that the two
